milk, and that during this month 
three more cows would complete rec- 
ords exceeding 950 Ibs. fat; so that 
before the close of the year the breed 
would have nineteen such cows. The 
three cows to complete tests. this 
month are all owned in Ohio and are 
Maple Crest Pontiac, Flora Hartog, 
owned by Dan Dimmick & Brother;
